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AN OVERSIGHT PERHAPS 


The public school board have done 
nothing as yet toward abolishing the two- 
shift system in the schools of the city. If 
the members have reconciled themselves 
to the settlement of the momentous ques- 
tion of who was to be chairman of the 
board, and are now in a frame of mind 
to give attention to such matters as the 
running of the schools, they might pull 
this proposition down out of the air, 
where the last board left it, and give it 
some thought. 


MORE FOR THE MONEY 


When a couple of doubtful aldermen 
complained that their lighting bills did not 
show the expected influence of the two 
cent cut in lighting rates, commissioner 
Mitchell was able to show them from the 
documents that they had been using more 
light since the cut came into effect. The 
experience of the aldermen is probably 
that of a very large proportion of consum- 


ers. Since the rates went down less 
attention has been given to turning off 
lights when not strictly required. As a 


result the bills stay up, but the payer is 
getting more light for his money. 

The significance from the stand-point 
of the electric light department is plain. 
It means that the revenue lost by the 
reduction will be less than expected. It is 
even possible that there will be very little 
loss of revenue, if any. The patrons may 
prefer the larger service to the saving. 


Reduced rates do not always mean re- 
duced income, or reduced profits. The 
cheaper the service, the more of it is 
bought and paid for. An advertising 


campaign, pointing out that people can 
afford to use more light at the reduced 
rates, should produce results. 


HOW COMES THIS? 


In sending in the provincial police to 
investigate the operation of taxi-cabs in 
Edmonton, it transpires, the Provincial 
Government was only 
clear up a mess of its own making. Chief 
Shute states that while 180 taxi-cabs have 
been licensed and doing business in Ed- 
monton, only 110 of these paid license 
fees to the city and were on the city rec- 
ords. He further states that while he 
regularly forwards a list of parties to 
whom licenses should not be issued, some 
of these do obtain provincial licenses. 

It is not much wonder if, under that 
fast and loose way of handling the busi- 
ness, some taxi-cabs have been operated 
as perambulating boot-legging establish- 
ments and bawdy houses. A prompt and 
clearcut statement from the Attorney- 
General is now in order, explaining how 
and why this state of affairs came about.

A R oot of B Good A

At various times such things as love, money, am- 
bition have been called the roots of evil 
They might as aptly be called the roots of good 


Bach is power, and it is the way that power ts 
used rather than the thing itself that determines 
whether it is good or bad. 


Take money, for instance, 
Every real advance in the conditions of human life 
has been based upon the increased wealth of the 
world, and the fact that we are all richer than the 
| people of a few centuries ago.
